HOW A PRETTY LETTER WRITER MADE TROUBLE 


Clever Females Who Falsify Accounts, Notes and Wills With a Few Interesting 


Instances of How

A man who ought to know all about it says that 
women forgers are not nearly as clever as the men who 
adopt the same profession, Aside from the anonymous | 
letter, the woman confines herself chiefly to tampering 
with wills, contracts, and notes to establish claims upon 
estates of deceased In these things she is 
sometimes exceedingly dangerous, and plays upon her 
womanhood to win her case at times when 
has not been otherwise

well carried out. Uttering 
forged checks is not, asa rule, a weakness of hers, not 
necessarily because she would not if she could, when 
she is inclined to make money ina nefarious way, but 
because she has less opportunity than men, When she 
does anything of this kind it Is usually when in the 
pursuit of her peculiarly 
shopping. 

It is the adventuress who goes more largely into this 
work, plying the trade, asa rule, as the accomplice of 
some man, the woman acting as the “layer-out.’” She 
purchases, say, 80 worth of goods in one of the large 
shops, to which she drives in a handsome carriage, 
orders the goods sent to a fictitious address, then has a 
forged check cashed, and departs, taking the change. 
There are gangs in this game frequently who “do” a 
town hurriedly and leave for another. There is no real 
certainty that the woman is the checkmaker; more 
probably she is not. Women of middle-class and re- 
spectable families have been known to raise checks or 
forge them, being overcome with a desire forthe pretty 
things in the shops that are beyond their means. There 
are wealthy women spendthrifts who have forged their 
husbands’ names for thousands of dollars. One of 
these in Rochester was not supported by her husband 
when discovered, was tried for her offense, and diflerent 
firms lost large sums of money through her forgeries. 
Similar cases have occurred, and more frequently in 
England, These are comparatively uncommon cases 
in this country. 

Among the anonymous letter writers the most oflen-

firms in a Western city. Every one in the store, from 
the proprietors down to the clerks, began to be over- 
whelmed with anonymous letters. These accused one 
of the floor walkers of the place with being In love with 
the young woman customer. There was great excite- 
ment over the affair. The young woman brought the 
letters that she herself claimed to have received to the 
store and told of fainting and being generally overcome 
upon receiving them. There seemed to be a gang at 
work, for the letters were in four distinctly different 
handwritings. 

It was surmised that some of the clerks must be at 
the bottom of the trouble. A bushel basket of cash 
checks was turned over to the expert to compare with 
the anonymous letters. <A first surprising discovery 
was that the four different styles of handwriting in the 
different letters were written by one person, and the 
most startling discovery was that the writer was the 
young woman who was posing as the greatest sufferer 
from them. The solution of the mystery was that the 
young woman was in love with the floor walker. He 
Aid not know it, and she had taken this delicate way of 
enlightening him, going to him for sympathy for the 
persecution she was undergoing. 

How to bridge over the trouble was a matter the 
firm was ata lossfor a time to discover. Then they 
confided to the young woman that they had discovered 
a way of settling the matter. Neither they nor any one 
who received the letters was to open them, and as they 
accumulated they were to be burned, The customer 
owed a large bill at the place, and it was feared if she 
found that she had been discovered there would be 
trouble in collecting it. This bit of diplomacy settled 
everything, for as the letters were not to be read there 
was no good in writing them, and no more were re- 
ceived, This was a case in which no one was seriously 
affected. 

In some instances women forgers go to work ina 
cool, calculating manner, and do their work cleverly. 

One who did this sued the estate of a dead man 











for business and professional services and 
showed a letter from him containing a proposal 
of marriage. She exhibited the acumen of a 
lawyer. Nothing, apparently, was forgotten; 
there were no misleading expressions, and each 
letter supported the others, There was no 
hysteria here, nothing but the calculating 


case is considered somewhat exceptional, 

In another case a woman claimed to hold 
$50,000 worth of notes against the estate of a 
neighbor of hers. She was a married woman, 
the man,a bachelor, was not a particularly 
near neighbor. and she had not known him 
particularly well. The only claim she could 
put in forthe money was that she had given 
him advice as to his domestic affairs. For this 
the man, who was known to be of miserly 
habits, had, so she claimed, promised her this 
large sum of money. The forgery in this case 
was badly done, and the whole thing was im- 
probable, but the woman received certain 
moneys, the case being settled out of court, 
this being considered safer than trusting the 
effect her tears might have upon a jury. 

In one case in which a woman was interested 
there was no forgery of the name, for a dif- 
ferent method had been used. The woman 
presented notes signed by the deceased to ihe 
value of $10,000. There was no forgery of the 
name in this case, for slips containing memo- 
randa signed by the man had been utilized, 
everything butthe name erased, and the form 
of a note written in. This was done with 
little forethought, for the man was known to 
be opposed to giving notes, was proved never 
to have given one, and being a methodical 
business man his legal papers were always 
carefully drawn,

“T have come up here to makea match, Fitzsim- 
mons has seemed to be very anxious to hurry affairs, 
and I got here as quickly as possible for the same pur- 
pose. No match has been made—that is, the match 
that was made in New York, is off, because Fitzsim- 
mons did not live up to any of the requirements. 
There were a great many clauses in the articles for that 
match which we will object to. 

“In the first place, I want to meet Fitzsimmons un- 
der the auspices of the Los Angeles Club, provided that 
they will offer the best inducements, the winner to 
take all. I would like to havea California referee. 
Another thing, I want eight weeks to train in after 
signing articles, which I figure would bring the contest 
into August. 

“I will insist that neither party to the agreement will 
wear bandages, This is a championship fight, and, as 
you will remember, Fitzsimmons would not allow 
Corbett to wear bandages in Carson, and he would not 
allow me to wear bandages in my fight In New York.”

Joe Gans’ victory over Frank Erne was the 
climax of a great ambition born ten years ago, to be the 
lightweight champion of the world. During the 
interim it has been a hard up-hill struggle for prestige 
against conditions and racial prejudices such as only 
can confront a negro in competition for fame with 
white men; but in his case, perseverance has brought 
its own reward and he has at last attained the honors 
he has so long sought. During his long pugilistic 
career Gans has been confidently tapping on the door 
of the “Lightweight Championship.”” He has finally 
reached that goal and won a decisive victory, a victory 


that places him on a par with the greatest lightweights | 


the world has ever known. 

Once before Gans tried for that title. He faced the 
same man he knocked out with a single punch, Frank 
Erne, in the ring of the Broadway Athletic Club in 
New York city. The battle lasted twelve rounds and 
Gans lost. On that memorable occasion Gans battled 
with might and main, but his opponent was his master, 
so to speak, and successfully kept the title from his 
grasp. 

Many eye-witnesses to that battle declared emphatic- 
ally that Gans was the unfortunate victim of a butt 
over the eye from the head of Erne. Wise ones 
winked their eye and said “the padded mitts did the 
trick.’’ Nevertheless Gans lost and Erne won. There 
and then the Baltimore boxer’s chances for winning 
the treasured title faded away in the mist. But it was 
not to be so for good and all. Dame fortune decreed 
him to win, and finally win he did; but not without the 
assistance of his manager.
